the Behring Sea. In his accompanying letter 
of transmittal to the President, Secretary 
Biaine, under date of Bar Harbor, July 19, re- 
grets thejdelay in transmission which the Pres- 
ident directed on the lith Inst., and says that 
correspondence is still in progress. The corre- 
spondence includes thirty separate papers, 
beginning witha letter from Mr. Edwardes, 
First Secretary of Legation and Charge d’Af- 
fairs after Minister West’s recal!, dated Au- 
gust 24, 1889, and closing with one from Secre- 
tary Blaine to Sir Julian Pauncefote, the Brit- 
ish Minister, dated July 19, 1890. 

The first letter reads as fullows: 

ME. EDWARDES TO MR, BLAINE. 
BAR HARBOR, August 24, 1889. 

Sir—In accordance with inetructions whichI 
have rece ved trom her majesty’s principal 
Secretary of State forforeigu affairs, I have 
the honor to etate to you that repeated rumors 
have of late reachea Her Majestv’s Govern- 
ment that United States cruisers have 
stopped, searched and even seized British 
vessels in Behring Sea outside the three-miile 
limit from the nearest land. 

Aithough no official confirmation of those 
rumors has reached Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment there appears to be no reason to doubt 
their autienticity. 

lam desired by the Marquis of Salisbury 
to inquire whether the United 
as a Government are in 
sion of similar information, and 
further to aek that stringent instructions may 
be sent by the United States Government at 
the earliest moment to their officers with the 
view tu prevent the possibility of such occur- 
rences taking place. 

In continuation of my Instructions I have

THE WAITERS’ STRIKE PROVES TOO MUCH 
FOR OOMMISSIONER MERRIWETHER- 


Employers’ Objections to the Unien Cen- 
tract Stated to the Labor Commissioner, 
Who Finds Them Unwilling to Make 
Concessions—A Story of Threatened Boy- 
cott Denicd—The Week-Old Strike. 


There is apparently no more probability of 
an early settlement of the waiters’ strike to- 
Gay than there was yesterday. A meeting of 
the Restaurant and Hotei-keepers’ Association 
Was held late yesterday afternoon and by in- 
Yitation Labor Commissioner Lee Merri- 
wether, who has been for several days invest- 
igating the strike, was present. Mr. Merri- 
wether wanted to get a statomentfrom the 
employers of their side of the difficulty. He 
read to them the following statement pre- 
pared by the Executive Committee of Union 
No.2 regarding thestrike in the Delicajes- 


sens: 
THE WAITERS’ STATEMENT. 


**Two months ago he [the Delicatessen Co.] 
Was paying bis lunch waiters 50 cents for four 
and one-ba!f hours’ work. All the other res- 
taurante were paying 75 cents for the same 
pumber of hours. Thislied to all this trouble. 
The lunch men refused to work unless 
he conceded 75 cents for three and one-balf 
bours’ work. Thereupon they struck, 
and he put in steady men, paying 
them $8 per week for twelve hours, 
six days’ work constituting a week. He 
Claimed that he was saving money—about $18 
per week—by making this change. He after- 
wards went back upon thisstatement. Up 
to this time we had already held two meetings 
looking toward the formation of our union. 
After these meetings a committee waited upon 
Walter Sprague, manager of the Delica- 
teseen Co,, and presented the scale of wages 
and hours adopted by the union, which was 
$9 per week of six days, and ten hours to con- 
stitute a day’s work. Lunch men were to 
receive 75 cents forthree hours and 25 cents 
additional for every hour over time. He 
and hours 


} adopted by the union, and all other restau- 
' rant proprietors did the same. Everything 
‘ran satisfactorily as far as the waiters were 
concerned until they (the walters) got on to 
the fact that the Woman’s Training School 
}was hiring gitisforthe Spragues. As soon as 
the waiters heard of that they called a special 
‘meeting of the union and drew up a contract 
for the Delicatessen Co. to sign, which was 
refused. Thereupon they decided to walk 
out, in order not to give the Spragues a 
chance of throwing them out.’’ 

Regarding the strikes in other restaurants 
the waiters said they had presented similar 
contracts to other proprietors, andon there- 
fusal of signatures the men walked out. 

Walter R. Sprague spoke forthe Delicates- 
sen Co., admitting the substantial correctness 
of the waiters’ statement. He excerted some 
points. He denied that 75 cents was paid ex- 
tra men before the demand made upon 
his company in any restaurant except one in 
the city, and in thatexception the men were 
notfed, whereas they received two meais in 
the Delicatessens. Leo Moser and otber 
restaurateurs corroborated this. 

Mr. Sprague said the walters had taken 
advantage ofa time when business was heavy 
to make a demand for increased wages and 
decreased hours, which, though under ord}l- 
nary circumstances the restaurant proprie- 
fors could not afford to grant, they were 
compelied to allow or lose the big business 
then inthecity. There was pnotime specified 
forthe cuntinuance of the scale thus forced 
upon them, andthe proprietors did not in- 
tend to eontinue it. They proposed to return 
tothe old scale atan early date, and this 
intention becoming knownto the men tb 
presented the contract. The strike follow 
the refueal of the proprietors to sign 

MR. MERRIWETHER WANTED TO KNOW 
what the objections of the employers were to 
the contract and read it, a cilause ata time. 
He found the employers bitterly opposed to 
itand when asked this morning for the result 
of his efforts to arbitrate said: 

**The resvit can be expressed by a big 
round cipher. I met the restaurant and hotel 
keepers yesterday and iearned that it 
would be useless to bring them and the men 
together.

contract. The only change that the contract 
proposed to make inthe conditions existing 
at the time of the strike wae contained in 

THAT THIRTY-DAY CLAUSE. 

That the employers admitied. They objected 
to that clause for various reasons. One 
reason was they would be bound by the con- 
tract, while the waiters as_  individuais 
would not be. The employers could not 
change their force without giving thirty days’ 
notice, butevery man couid quit work when- 
ever he pleased, and they might all please to 
quit atonce. Ifin a season of rush there were 
notenough union men in thecity to handie 
the business, non-union men would bave to 
be employed and the contract would be 
broken. In a season of rush the waiters 
might demand increased wages and quit as 
individuals when refused. Then if the em- 
ployers wanted to change and gave thirty 
days’ notice the men, by breaking china and 
gruff treatment of customers, might entail so 
considerable a loss upon employers that the 
latter would beforced to give them thirty 
days’ wages and let them go. 

**In addition to these objections, I fourd 
that the employers were determined to return 
to 


THE OLD SCALE OF WAGES. 

Refore the recent convention of the Christian 
Endeavor Societios the wages were $8 per 
week and twelve hours work. Themen took 
advantage ofthe approach of the convention 
to secure increased wages and re- 
duced hours. The cmployers acceded, but 
they had no ldea of maintaining 
the new scale. They say now that they will 
employ union men who goto them as indl- 
viduais and apply for work, but they wiil not 
make terms with the ufllon.

The iron workers connected with the Agri- 
cultural Iron Workers’ Union, employed by 
Pullis Bros. at Eighth and Hickory streets, 
struck work yesterday. The men are divided

The 
intent of the substitute is to apply the 
same restriction precisely to all articles of 
commerce. But wedonotsee how any 
act of Congress can transfer that body’s 
exclusive power toa State, or authorize 
any State to prohibit a sale by importers, 
while the Supreme Court holds that such 
State prohibition is unconstitutional and 
void. 


It seems to be the desire of Congress to 
subject interstate commerce to State law 
to such an extent as will enable a State to 
prohibit the sale, but not the personal use 
of an imported article by the importer 
within the State. This would enable any 
State to prohibit the manufacture or sale 
of tobacco, oleomargarine or any other 
article, and its citizens could then import 
them for their own use, but could not sell 
them to a neighbor, and every citizen of 
the State would have to tmport such 
articles for his own consumption or do 
without them. That sortof thing might 
become a very serious restriction of trade 
between the States, and some day lead to 
a war of retaliatory restrictions such as 
we bad under the old Articles of Con- 


federation.

Russian Troops Moving on the 
Frontier of Asiatic Turkey. 


The Czar’s New War Vossel Ready 
for Launching at Sebastopol. 


The Greeks Dissatisfied With the Porte’s 
Concessions to Bulgaria— The Central 
American War—France’s Share Under 
the Anglo-German Agreement—The Po- 
litical Situation in Spain Sighly Inflam- 
mable— Turkish Authorities Trying to 
Seppress Brigandage—Uruguay’s Forced 
Currency—Fereign News. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 23.—Much activity 


exists in the Russian navy. The Twelve 
Aposties, a war vessel of 8,200 tons, is ready 
for launching at Sebastopol and a larger ves- 
sel, St. George, the Conquerer, is being built 
at the same place, Large bodies of troops are 
being forwarded to the frontier of Aslatic 
Turkey. 


The Ceatral American War. 


La LIBERTAD, Salvador, July 23.—The re- 
ports of the victory of Salvador over the 
forces of Guatemala have been confirmed. 
Two hundred were killed. A revolution in 
Guatemala is imminent. 

ADVICES FROM GUATEMALA. 

CITY OF MEXICO, July 23.—The Guatemalan 
Minister has received a telegram ftom the 
Guatemalan Ministry of Foreign Affairs which 
says: 

*‘Against the positive orders witch the 
Government had given one of our officers 
took some of bis troops across the line. 
There was skirmishing of slight importance 
and our troops, few in number, were ordered 
to return. They lost nothing. The officer 
who disobeyed orders by crossing the fruntier 
is under arrest and will be court-martialed.’’ 

The President of Guatemala telegraphs the 
Minister to Mexico that ‘‘The Salvadoran ene- 
mies of Exeta were met and roused by Ezeta.’’ 

MEXICO’S ACTION. 

New YorKE, July 23.—Washington specials 
of last night saythat the Mexican Govern- 
ment, aroused by bostilities between Salvador 
and Guatemala, bad issued orders to doubie 
the number of troops at Chiapas, on the 
frontier. At the Mexican Legation no in- 
formation couid be secured. Minister Romero 
Was as non-communicative as an oyster. The 
Mexican troops have been hurried to the 
front, ostensibly, it is said, to protect the in- 
terests of citizens of that nation who havea 
temporary residence in Guatemala. The cor- 
respondent’s informant stated, however, 
that this idea of it must be 
taken cum  grano salis. Guatemala 
and Mexico, said he, have ever been 
bitter enemies. Mexico fears that if Barillo’s 
Government secures the federation of the 
five Central American republics, a combina- 
tion will be formed which at some time or 
other will question her right to remain out- 
side of it. It is, therefore, essential to the 
continued independence of the Mexican re- 
pubile thatthe Government should keep the 
smaller nations cutting one another’s throats 
andas far away from unity as possibie. 
Whether Mexico will see fit to become Saiva- 
dor’s ally remains to be seen. A correspond- 
ent saw Minister Romero. It is understood 
that he has received orders from bis Govern- 
menttoremain here in anticipation of the 
return of Dr. Cruz, the Guatemalan Minister. 
As soon as Dr. Cruz arrives he will 
find dispatches from bis Government 
directing bim to appeal to the United States to 
interfere and see that Mexico maintains a 
neutral attitude ia the struggie. Said a well- 
knowan diplomat: ‘‘it seems to me that Mex!- 
co is waiting to see which way the cat will 
jump. Then sheintends to stepinand grab 
the spoils. If Nicaragua and Costa Rica join 
with Salvador, as they certainly wil! as soon 


| asthe Honduras army appears inthe field, 
| you will see in all probability no less than eix 


republics engaged in a bloody war. If Mexico 
interferes and tells Guatemala to keep her 
hands off Salvador and Guatemala refuses, the 
Barillos Government isdoomed. Of course, 
we cannot tell what the United States wil! do. 
Her policy, I assume, will be to let the Repub- 
lice ight it out, but keep your eye on Mex- 
ico.”’ 

A diplomat from one ofthe Central Ameri- 
can States says be thought there would be no 
open hostilities until September, when the 
conference of all the Republics is to be neld at 
the capilal of Honduras to ratify or reject the 
treaty to effect a Central American Union. 
Salvador has signed this treaty—thnat is, the 
Government of Menendez, who was recently 
killed, signed it—but it has not passed Con- 
gress and was not approved by the people. 
Hostility to Guatemala, he says, is heredi- 
tary In Salvador, and it only needed sucha 
man as Ezeta, the new President, who goes 
into power on a platform pledged to free the 
country from Guatemalan dominance, to 
bring about a rupture.

Paris, July 23.—According to the terms of a 
bill now under consideration in the French 
Chambers, and likely to becomes law, no 
forcign medical man will be ullowed to prac. 
tice In France unlesshe has received the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine froma French 
faculty after passing the required examina- 
tions.

King Leopold, in his reply to President Car- 
not’s congratulations on the occasion of the 
jubliee, says that he bopes for a constant and 
thorough maiotenance of the best relations 
between Belgium and France.

Burning of the Steamer Egypt of 
the National Line. 


Crew, Seventy-two Men, 


Driven to the Boats.

No Lives Lost, but Handreds of Heads of

New YORK, July 23.—Word was received at 
the{Maritime Exchange this forenoon that the 
steamer Egypt of the National Line bad been 
abandoned atsea. She was said to be on fire 
atthetime. The news of the abandonment 


time Exchange this morning was by cable 
from London and did not say whether the 
crew was saved or not, nor did it give the 
locality of the abandonment. Atthe office of 


said all they know of the 
reported loss was what*they learned 
from the Maritime Exchange cable. They bad 
not received any word from their London 
office. The agent said that the Egynt left here 
on July 10 for Liverpool. She was commanded 
by Capt. Sumner and hadacrew of seventy- 
two men. She carried a general cargo, 
including 640 head of cattle. She had no oil 
or explosives in her cargo and carried no 
passengers, she having been lately employed 
in freight trafic only.

Further cables to the Maritime Exchange 
state that the crew ofthe Egypt battied with 
the flames for twenty-four hours after they 
were discovered and were finally driven tothe 
boats.

THE DOCTOR STARTS GENERAL AGITATION 
AGAINST THE FORCE BILL- 


He Issues a2 Proclamation of a Very Start- 
ling Character and Says He Proposes te 
Keep Stirring the People Up Until They 
Are Thoroughly Arouased—His Novel Piac.- 
ard at Benton Station. 


CIRCULAR of an Inflam- 
atory nature bas made 
its appearance on the 
streets and has been 
sent to the newspaper 
offices in the city by the 
author, Dr. Henry &. 
Chase, the dentist, who 
has also made himself 
distinguished as asingle 
tax adrocate. The 
circular begins with: 
‘*Citizens, arouse! The 
country is in danger.’’ 
Itthen goeson to state 
thae the freedom of the 
ballot is in danger and 
that the ‘‘plutocrats are 
conspiring to enslave 
the people.’’ ‘‘Build 
fires on the hilitops, call mass meetings and 
protest, protest,”’ the author pieads in big 
black type. The people are asked 
to write letters to Senate 
and act before it is too late 
or there may beaocry of, ‘‘To arms! to arms! 
and the streets be wet With blood.’’ ‘‘Never 
before in the history of these States has there 
been greater danger to the liberties of the 
people than at this moment,’ ’it states,and con- 
cludes with the request that the reader peruse 
the ‘‘Federal election bill.’’ 

The circular throughout shows that the 
author must have been in a great ferment of 
excitement while composing it and believed 
that immediate ruin stared the people of 
this country in the face, or 
at least they were about to 
be deprived of their greatest privilege, the 
right of suffrage. To learn what tbe idea of 
Dr. Chase was in printingand distributing 
the circular, a reporter called on the gentile- 
man in his office on the fourth floor of the 
Ewillie building to-day and found him in the 


act of extracting a molar from the jaws of a 
young patient. On learning the object of the 
reporter's visit, the old doctor immediately 
bristied up and said: 

WHAT HE PROPOSES TO Do. 

‘*I have lived 70 years, and never before 
have I seen or heard of amore outrageous 
measure as is about to be passed Dy the repre- 
sentatives of the people at Washington, I 
have written to Senator Vest and to Edmunds 
of Vermont, the State where I was born, in 
denouncing the Federal election bilJ, andl 
have sent those circulars to over 100 newspa- 

vers In different parts of the country. At my 

coune in Benton I] have erected a large bill- 
board, and on it have written in letters large 
enough to be seen from the train: 

** *It is despotic.’ 

‘* *The Federal election bill.’ 

‘** Denounce it.’ 

** *Write to the Senate.’ 

‘*I tell you lam awiulivy worked up over this 
matter. lam a free trader and a Democrat of 
the Jeffersonian school, but am also an Inde- 
pendent. I vote for the best men in both par- 
ties.”’ 

‘‘Why are you so worked upon this sub- 
ject?’’ was asked. 

‘‘Why amlworked up? Have you read the 
bill? Can you biame me for being excited 
after reading it? Why, it is monstrous.

HAVE NOT PURCHASED HERE, 


The English Syndicate to Buy Up Tobacco 
Warehouses Fias Made No Offers Here. 


A dispatch sent out from Louisville, Ky., 
sets fortb that English capitalists were trying 
to purchase the immense tobacco warehouses 
in Cincinnati and Louisville, and had pro- 
cured options, the price agreed upon being in 
the neighborhood of $4,000,000. This led to the 
belief that an English syndicate similar to the 
gigantic brewing association was being 
formed, and naturally caused considerable 
speculation on the subject. A PostT- DISPATCH 
reporter called upon Mr. Wetmore, manager 
of Liggett & Myers’ factory, to find out 
if any overtures for the purchase of 8t. Louis 
tobacco interests had been made. Mr. Wet- 
more sald: 

‘*We have heard nothing of any such trans- 
actions here except what we havé seen in the 
papers. You know that our business is differ- 
enitfrom the warebouse business, although 
they are so closely allied as to intertwine our 
interests.

A DISAGREEMENT BETWEEN THE COUNCIL 
AND THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES, 


And the General Appropriations Must Wait 
Uatil They Come to Terms—A New Milk 
Ordinance Intreduced—Mark A, Shipley 
Still in the Committee Pigeon-Hole— 
Selling a Franchise—Municipal Matters. 


The fight overthe appropriation bill fs on 
now and it is hard to tell when the Council 
and House willcome to an agreement upon 
the points of difference. The only thing pos- 
sible now isa compromise between the two 
Dedies upon the amendments now under 
contemplation. There are several small 
@mounts upon which the two bodies do not 
agree which could doubtless be readily 
arranged, and there are also many upon 
which they cannot so easily come toa settile- 
ment. 

The amendments the 
concur in are as follows: 

One hundred dollars for expenses or 
Boller Inspectotor convention, $40,000 
or additional police, $1,000 for 
Washington Square, $3,000 for mnsic 
in the parks, $3,000 for killing dogs, $20,500 
special tax fund for new work, $50,000 for new 
City Hall, $6,000 for work on pubiiloc buildings, 
$10,000 for Soulard Market, $2,500for public 
Grinking fountains, $5,000 for jgreenhouses in 
Forest Park. 

The City Hall appropriation was fixed by 
the Counc! at $100,000 and cut down to $50,000 
by the House, and $40,000 of this money put to 
the police fund for additional men. The 
Council will fight the change. 

The House fixed the amount for improving 
Soulard Market at $10,000, which arrangement 
the Council will not agree to. 

The members of the House want $2,500 for 
drinking fountains, which can be divided be- 
tween the saloon precincts in payment of 

olitical debts, and the Council fails to come 

nm On the plan. 

These are the main points of difference, and 
judging from the make-up of the committee it 
will be some time before the Dill is passed. 
Upon the passage of the bill are dependent 
many important improvements and the saia- 
ries of allthe city employes, and until the 
bill is passed no money can be had. It is 
scarcely possible now to get the thing through 
by the first of the month. 


Council refused to 


A New Miik Bill. 


There is anew milk ordinance now in the 
Council which will putthe present Milk In- 
Spector ina peculiar position should it ever 
become alaw. It was introduced by Mr. Nel- 


son last night and contemplates several im- 
ortant changes inthe milk laws of the city, 
ut the main polntof difference between the 

new ordinance and the existing one is 

on the ‘‘skim milk’’ regulation. When the 
present ordinance was passed it was found to 
conflict with the State law upon that particu- 
lar point, the city law absolutely prohibit- 


ing the sale of skim milk whether sold as such |} 


Or not, while the State law permitted the sale 


ofthat article on condition that the vendor | 


give the purchaser to understand that it was 
skimmed milk he was seliing. 

The new ordinance conforms exactly with 
the State law, and therein arises the compli- 
cation. Afewdays ago the Milk Inspector, 
who was appointed under the city law, bad a 
milk dealer arrested and brought into court 
for selling skimmed milk. The Inspector has 
also expressed himself in wery forcible terms 
upon the subject, and pronounced the 
skiminmed articie absolutely unhealthy and 
dangerous. If the new bill passes he will nat- 
urally be compelied to sanction the sale of an 
article which he has deolared bad. If the 
ordinance is changed upon that point there 
willibenousein pussing it, as in other re- 
Speci# itis practically the same asthe law 
now in operation. 


Still Unsettled, 


The nomination of Mr. Mark A. Shipley for 
Street Commissioner was not acted upon last 
Hightin the Council, as the committee did 

Trake a report upon the name, The plans 


ofthe Council on this particular subject are 
notknown, but‘they will either reject the 
appointment altogether or leave the name on 
the sheif untilafter the summer vacation, so 
as to prevent the Mayor from putting the man 
of his choice in office for a brief term. 

In that myeterious manner in whieh facts 
often leak out, it was learned this morning 
that Harbor Commissioner Murphy was under 
consideration as the next yictim for the 
Counclito putout of the way. Mr. Murphy 
gaid he had not been Informed of it yet, but 
spoke as if the matter had been suggested to 
him before. He heid a long conversation 
with City Counselor Hell, at the conclusion of 
which neither gentieman knew anything. Mr. 
Murphy said, however, tbat should he be 
asked to take the nomination the probabiii- 
ties would be that he would respectfully de- 
cline the honor. 


A Read fer Sale. 


The Council has passedabill offering for 
gale a very Valuable railroad franchise and all 
that remains to make the bill complete is the 
action ofthe House. The bill was introduced 


in the early part of the session and was then 
known as the North & South Rapid Transit 
Railroad bill. 

The projectors gave up the idea of building 
the road some time ago, and after being 
shifted around and passed through commit- 
tees it emerged in the shape ofa bill to gel! to 
the highest bidder practically the same fran- 
chise. The road bexvins at Cherokee street 
and the Gravois road and goes northward 
over Utah, Thirteenth and Lynch streets, 
Second Carondelet avenue, Dolman street, 
Chouteau avenue, Eighteenth street, Lucas 
avenue, Nineteenth street, Cass avenue, Ben- 
ton street, Twentieth street, and thento the 
Calvary Cemetery. To the main iine are 
added a couple of short branches of consider- 
able importance. In the original bill the 
company was to pay $1,000for ten years’ and 
$1,000 additional for each succeeding ten 
years. The franchise is good for thirty-five 
years. 


The Sprinkling Committee, 


Everything is ready for the Special Com- 
mittee on Sprinkling to go ahead with the 
work of investigating the subject, but as yet 


mothing has been done beyond the appoint- 
ment of the members of the committee from 
both branches of the Assembly. There is cun- 
siderable work for the com mit- 
tee to do, and A good many 
facts and figures to be gotten together. 
The question the committee is expected to 
decide isthe advisability of bringing about a 
change in the present method of baying the 
street sprinkling done. To make the change 
and have the city dothe work first-handed 
would require a charter amendment by a vote 
ot the people. Itis very probabie that, in 
view of the many dificulties encountered this 
ear in letting the contracts, that the eity will 
permitted to do its own work bereafter.

He said he didnot mind 
this and would have used no violence 
had not Berg stepped forward and made @ 
pass at his head with his fist. The biow he 
struck Berg was only a slightone. Saunders 
said he was a reguiarly licensed private 
watchman. 

It is not yet known what will be the out- 
come of the case. There is considerable tes- 
timony ofsuch acharacter as may bave the 
effect of sending Saunders to trial in 
the Criminal Court. The question in the 
minds of the authorities, however, is whether 
or not that testimony is sufficiently reliabie 
to be used as a basis for an action for murder.

NOT CAMPAIGNERS.

Still, 
if she starts, the Californians will be with her 
almost to a mar, and they will put their 
money on herinthe pool-box. State pride, if 
nothing élse, would wish her to win.
